This  afternoon  the  Owen  War h or ses  coached  by  DAN 
HAMPTON  defeated  Hendersonville  for  the  State  AAA  foot¬ 
ball  championship  in  the  first  football  game  to  be  played  in 
the  new  $150,000  6huford  Stadium.  The  class  of  '57  sat  in  a 
body  with  their  former  teachers.
